Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on March 5, 2010 has been entered. 

Status of Previous Rejections 

The 35 U.S.C. 112 first paragraph rejection of claims 11, 16, and 19 as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's explanation in the response filed with the RCE on March 5, 
2010. 

The 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph rejection of claims 11, 16, and 19 as 
being indefinite has been withdrawn in view of the amended claims filed March 5, 
2010. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
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In the specification p. 1 lines 9 and 11, replace "Mi-AI" with "Ni-AI to 
correct a typographical error. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
closest prior art of Gugel or Gugel in view of the ASM Handbook does not teach 
the instant independent claim 11, 16, or 19 limitation that the stable a-aluminum 
oxide protective layer is applied to an aluminum-containing foil having a 
thickness of 0.003 to 0.1 mm. Rather, Gugel teaches that the a-aluminum oxide 
protective layer is applied to an aluminum-containing machine part such as a 
power plant valve (Ex. 3), bolts and nuts (Ex. 7), and sliding bearings (Ex. 10) 
which all have a thickness much greater than the instant claimed range. 
Therefore, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
apply the oxide layer in the method of Gugel to a foil with a thickness of 0.003 to 
0.1 mm as claimed because the oxide layer of Gugel is applied to articles with a 
much greater thickness. In addition, the closest prior art of Gugel or Gugel in 
view of the ASM Handbook does not teach the instant independent claim 11, 16, 
or 1 9 limitation that the oxide layer of a non-aluminum-containing oxide has a 
thickness of up to 1000 nm effective to suppress formation of metastable forms 
of aluminum oxide. Therefore, the method of Gugel or Gugel in view of the ASM 
Handbook is different from the instant claims method in claims 11, 16, and 1 9. 
Thus, the instant invention of claims 11 - 20 is distinct from the prior art.
